Councilman George E. W i 11- 
shaw, finance committee chair­ 
man, provided Council Monday 
night with a meticulous break­ 
down of the $211,699 in income 
tax revenue used to bolster mu­ 
nicipal operating revenues during 
1962. 


All except $27 7 .65 of the tax 
revenue was spent, as it 
pr o ­ 
duced a total of $211,97 7 .22, Will- 
shaw said. The levy of eight-tenths 
o* one per cent, amounting to 80 
cents on each 
$100 of income, 
went into effect in March. 


Willshaw pointed out that the 
largest single amount, $7 7 ,448.32, 
was transferred to the g e n e r a 
1 
fund. 


“This was necessary to replace 
worn-out equipment such as pol­ 
ice cruisers and parking meters,” 
he said. “ It also was used to pur­ 
chase badly - needed supplies for 
various departments. A new street 
sweeper was purchased and some 
of the money was used for wage 
increases.” 
The second largest sum, $53,- 
540.7 6, was used in the street de­ 
partment, Willshaw noted. Ordin­ 
arily , street maintenance and re­ 
pair are financed solely by the 
city ’s share of gasoline taxes and 
auto license revenues. 
Of the income tax revenue, $ 
10,- 
000 was used for new trucks and 
$11,000 was applied as the city ’s 


bills for 1961 that were left un­ 
paid, he said. 
It also included $4,855 in delinq­ 
uent Public Employ e Retirement 
contributions, $3,890 for a 1961 
street sealcoating project and re­ 
pay ment of a $4,000 installment 
on a federal loan for planning. 
The appropriation for operating 
the income tax office included 
$21,003 for salaries and supplies 
and $1,300 for refunds, a total of 
$22,303, Willshaw said.

Council Gets Breakdown 
Of $211,699 Tax Funds 


Councilman George E. W i 11- 
shaw, finance com m ittee chair­ 
m an, provided Council Monday 
night with a m eticulous break­ 
down of the $211,699 in income 
tax revenue used to bolster m u­ 
nicipal operating revenues during 
1962. 


All except $277.65 of the tax 
revenue w as spent, as it p r o- 
duced a total of r i ll . 977.22, Will- 
shaw said. The levy of eight-tenths 
o* one per cent, amounting to 80 
cents on each $100 of income, 
went into effect in M arch. 


W illshaw pointed out that the 
largest single amount, $77,448.32, 
w as transferred to the g e n e r a I 
fund. 


“ This was necessary to replace 
worn-out equipm ent such as pol­ 
ice cruisers and parking m eters,” 
he said. “ It also was used to pur­ 
chase badly • needed supplies for 
various departm ents. A new street 
sw eeper was purchased and som e 
of the money was used for wage 
increases.” 


The second largest sum, $53,- 
540.76, was used in the street de­ 
partm ent, Willshaw noted. O rdin­ 
arily, street m aintenance and re­ 
pair are financed solely by the 
city’s share of gasoline taxes and 
auto license revenues. 
Of the income tax revenue. $10,- 
000 w as used for new trucks and 
$11,000 was applied as the city’s 
share of hard surfacing of five 
m iles of unpaved streets, Will- 
shaw said. Another $14,000 was 
used for m aterials and supplies 
and $14,973 went for w ages and 
salaries. A total of $3,567 w a s 
used for a delinquent paym ent on 
the city's share of contributions 
to the Public Em ployes’ R etire­ 
ment System. 
W illshaw pointed out $41,613 55 
was used to pay past due city 
bills. The total included $28,863 
in the overdraw n general fund and

Congress For The 88th Time 


The concentration of popular interest on 
the presidency at the expense of Congress 
has been growing for a generation. 


When Franklin D. Roosevelt relegated Con­ 
gress to the role of rubber-stamping the pro­ 
posals of his Harvard advisers starting in 
1933. then followed this constitutional de­ 
parture by a studied policy of vilification. 
he started something that has shown no 
sign of being stopped. 


Harry 
Truman 
was 
gentler 
with 
his 
former legislative friends than his predeces­ 
sor and Dwight Eisenhower, leaned over 
backward to avoid downgrading the legisla­ 
tive branch. But Congress has not recovered 
its old-time prestige nor is it likely to—not 
while the White House monopolizes the news 
and can claim sole credit for ideas. 


The White House proposes and Congress 
disposes. What should be its exclusive pow­ 
ers. principally the power to originate ex­ 
penditures and the taxes required to balance 
them, have been weakened or abondoned. 


By the time Congress comes to the end 
of the 88th session now getting under way, 
no one will be paying attention to its debates 
and decisions. 
Only one thing can save it from the ob­ 
scurity that has been the lot of all con­ 
gresses in recent years—a decision by the 
White House to go to the mat with one or 
more of its leaders over a sensitive popu­ 
lar issue. 
The problem of underwriting the ever- 
rising cost of medical care for the aged 
sick could do this. A tax cut could do it. 
A few other sensitive subjects might do it. 
But unless 
the head of the executive 
branch of the government gives Congress 
a chance to stand in the spotlight with him. 
K is destined to do its work in relative 
obscurity under the guidance of relatively 
obscure men. 
How many adults since the death of Sam 
Rayburn and the election of Lyndon B. 
Johnson to the vice presidency can think 
offhand of the name of the speaker of the 
House of Representatives and the majority 
leader of the Senate? 


THE LAST of the great legislative per­ 
sonalities passed when Ohio’s Robert A. Taft 
died. There has not been since his time 
any man in either the Senate or the House 
who commanded respect for the clarity of 
his thought. 
The strong men in the legislative branch 
have been known only for the efficacy of 
their action. They have been famous for their 
single-minded devotion to the narrow inter­ 
ests of their 
state, 
or 
some 
particular 
economic group. But in recent years they 
have not been respected for the breath of 
their knowledge or the strength of their 
grasp of the national interest. 


But Don’t Blame Republicans 


The chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, John M. Bailey, is the author of 
a rem arkable communication that has been 
sent to newspapers.

Tinkering with the tax laws in 
the year 1963 may throw a mon­ 
key wrench into the operations 
of the national economy. Taking 
a w a y deduc­ 
tions and ex- 
emptioas 
for 
various 
items 
hitherto grant­ 
ed can 
affect 
many a busi­ 
ness. 
On the sur­ 
face 
it 
has 
been made to 
appear that on David Lawrence 
individual 
incomes the citizens 
are going to get a reduction in 
taxes and that they’ll have more 


money to spend but it could turn 
out that many individuals will 
have less income after taxes. It 
all depends, not on what tax 
rates will be changed, but on 
whether historic 
principles 
im­ 
bedded in the tax structure for 
40 years are to be uprooted in 
new legislation. 


Thus, people of higher incomes 


are being entranced at present 


by the idea that the maximum 


tax rate will come down from 


91 to 63.5 per cent. This will 
cost the government only $250 
million in revenue, but the Treas­ 
ury experts have already begun 
to figure out ways that they can 
collect an extra billion by new 


provisions in the law called “tax 
reform.” This would be felt also 
by persons in the middle brack­ 
ets, who may find certain deduc­ 
tions repealed or reduced. 


ALL SORTS of ideas for ''re ­ 


form” have been advanced. Some 


will never be enacted, but it will 


be months before the persons af­ 
fected will really know whether 
they are going to be penalized 
or let alone. 
Take, 
for instance, 
what 
is 
known as capital 
gains 
taxes. 
This is different from ordinary 
income taxes because, in effect, 
a flat 25 per cent rate is used. 
If, for example, more than a 


year ago you bought a property 


for $16,000 and now sell it for 


$20,000, your “capital gain” is 


$4,000 and the government gets 


a fourth, or $1,000, in capital 


gains taxes. 
Reports from Capital Hill are 
that the Treasury wants Congress 
to hike the capital gains tax on 
ail kinds of property, including 
stocks and bonds. The citizen will 
wonder: should he sell property 
now or can he wait a year? 
Shall he sell his stocks and bonds 
or wait? If there is a general 
tendency to sell, how will it af­ 
fect markets? What impact will 
it have on real estate values and 
on new construction? 


PERHAPS there is nothing alarming in 
this. 


It is conceivable that in the evolution of 
the republic the function of the House of 
Representatives and 
the 
Senate 
will 
be 
altered from that described in the Constitu­ 
tional Convention until it is unrecognizable. 


It also is conceivable that the new form 
of the republic will work as well as the 
form it will have replaced worked at its 
best. 
But it is not conceivable at this time that 
Congress ever will be restored to the emin­ 
ence it occupied when it was the dominant 
branch of government and gave the execu­ 
tives the option of getting into line or drop­ 
ping out of the procession.

Unions Put More Members In Congress

There are 23 members of the 
new Congress who carry union 
cards — and not merely because 
one car. fix a leak, and another 
c a n drive 
a 
milk wagon and 
s t i l l another 
ran unionize a 
steel mill. They 
are unionists in 
the full sense. 
Many of them 
have been — 
and some still 
are — l a b o r 
leaders. 


Every one of them is a Demo­ 
crat. And their number increases 
steadily each session as labor 
goes deeper into precinct-by-pre- 
cmct politics. 


Virtually unnoted they are be­ 
ginning to accumulate congres­ 
sional seats rn a proprotion which 
soon could match the bloc of 
seats held by lalx>r leaders in 
European Parliaments. In Britain, 
for example, which is the model 
for labor acti<*n here, there are 
actually 32 full-time “paid” labor 
officials sitting in Parliament. 


THERE \R E . of course, mem­ 
bers of the British Labor party.

Under 
this 
unique system a union actually 
sets up the candidate's headquar­ 
ters. pays his campaign expenses 
and virtually runs his drive for

This gives the British Trades 
Union Congress (the counterpart 


o f the AFL-CIO) a total of 92 
members of the House. 


Here. among the 23 unioni<t-

Another “ reform** talked about 
is in connection with estate tax­ 
es. At present, no capital gains 
tax is paid when a house or oth­ 
er property is sold after death. 
Only the usual inheritance - tax 
rate applies. But, under the pro­ 
posed 
“reforms,” 
the 
estate 
would pay both a capital gains 
tax and an estate tax. What will 
this do to bequests and wills 
which were drawn up years ago 
by citizens who figured out what 
money they would be able to 
leave to care for their children 
in case of death? Many people 
of middle age die accidentally 
and leave money to educate their 
growing children. More funds will 
have to be provided now if a 
capital gains tax as well as an 
inheritance tax is to be imposed. 


MANY PEOPLE, especially in 
the retired class, have invested 
in state and municipal securities, 
the annual income from which is 
immune from federal income tax­ 
es. 
In 
administration 
circles, 
there is talk of repealing this 
exemption and imposing the regu­ 
lar taxes on the income from all 
securities. 
Married couples are permitted 
to make a return on their com­ 
bined income. This has the ef­ 
fect of lowering their taxes, es­ 
pecially if one or the other has 
no income. When both husband 
and ’.rife have income, they can 
also, under present law, take cer­ 
tain exemptions and deductions 
together. Now there are plans to 
repeal this privilege of making a 
joint return. Millions of persons 
will find their planning in disar­ 
ray because they will not know 
till late in 1963 or perhaps 1964 
whether joint returns will lie altol- 
ished and higher tax rates will 
apply to each individual 
There is talk, moreover, of end­ 


ing the exemption for income re­ 


ceived through the Social Secur­ 
ity system. This will affect ad­ 
versely those older people who 
have small incomes and have 
counted on the exemption from 
taxation of such money returned 
to them, because they have paid 
it for many years into the So­ 
cial Security system. 
Another “ reform” being 
s u g ­ 
gested is that tax benefits for 
retired people and homeowners 
be reduced. It is being suggest­ 
ed also that deductions be end­ 
ed for interest paid on personal 
debts and for various kinds of 
charitable contributions as well 
as for payments made on sta'e 
and local taxes 


SOME OF THESE proposals 
may never be passed bv Con­ 
gress, but the country will have 
to go through a peruxl of puz­ 
zlement and uncertainty before 
the final touches are placed on 
the tax “reform 
bill 
The strategy of the adminis­ 
tration is first to try to get the 
rut on tax rates into law. and 
then, when the nation Iwgins to 
grow fearful about the enormous 
deficit — which will lie widely 
publicized — the c h m - for “plug­ 
ging loopholes” and eliminating 
a lot of exemptions so a1- to raisp 
revenues will be emphaM/ed 


Altogether, it’s to lie a year of 
“ agonizing reappraisal" of one t 
personal affairs. That's not tN

Cent Postage 
Stamp Back 
In Wide Use 


By The Associated Press 
The one-cent postage stamp, a 
nearly forgotten relic, was back 
in large-scale use today. 


That’s 
because 
it 
takes 
five 
cents worth of postage now to 
send a letter first class and eight 
cents worth for air mail. People 
who had four-cent and seven-eent 
stamps needed the one-centers to 
meet the new requirements. 


When the new postal rates went 
into 
effect 
Monday, 
Syracuse, 
N Y., post offices sold more than 
500.000 one-cent stamps This com­ 
pared with the normal daily sale 
of 10.000. 


Baltimore post offices were hit 
for about three million one-cent­ 
ers and special messengers were 
sent to Washington for three or 
four million more. 


“Christmas was mild compared 
to this.” said Louis Caplan, a Bal­ 
timore postal window clerk for 38 
years.

ANSWER: A m achine is something which works when force 
or energy is applied to it Sometimes m achines appear to produce 
force For instance the electric m otor of a generator which gen­ 
erates electricity. But something has to m ake that m otor go be­ 
fore it can do its work. it cannot create energy. Another thing 
m achines cannot do is to think and m ake decisions. The most 
elaborate com puter m ade by scientists can only work by follow­ 
ing orders given by hum an beings. But if m achines cannot create 
energy or think, they are wonderfully useful in carrying out our 
com m ands. It is said all m achines work by one or a com bina­ 
tion of the three' general principles shown in our picture, I, 2 and 
3. O ur bodies also use m any m echanical principles. For instance, 
our m uscles lift weights by using the lever and fulcrum . But the 
m achinery in your arm will never lift a weight all by itself. It 
m ust receive a com m and from som e part of your brain

part of you is not a m achine at all. This is the part which 
m akes you a hum an being—the part which gives com m ands to 
the m achines and tells them what to do.

CERTAIN GLANDS in the body- 
combat this stress with a count­ 
ershock mechanism 
Here is the

cles of the body are exercised,

mechanism 
functions better to relieve stress. 
The effect of exercise is re­ 
lieving the blood supply of choles­ 
terol. the blood component assoc­ 
iated with much cardiovascular 
disease, is not completely known 


However, 
research 
in 
England 
showed that after a meal high in 
fat, blood plasma cleared faster 
with bicycling or walking than 
with rest. 
In an experiment at Kent Slate 
University in Ohio, progressively 
longer and harder exercise reduc­ 
ed blood cholesterol an average 
of 25 per cent in a group of white- 
collar workers. The average age 
of the workers was 42. 


In Ireland, where exercise is a 
built-in factor of life, there ap­ 
pears to be only half as much cor­ 
onary heart disease among those 
examined in Ireland as a m o n g 
their blood-brothers examined in 
Boston. 
Our way of life no longer af­ 
fords the needed exercise. Dis­ 
tances being what they are today, 
few people can walk to work. Also 
there is the time element. We lead 
such busy lives. To counteract 
stress we must devise ways to get 
sufficient bodily movement.

IN THE PREVENTION of heart 
disease, weight control is another 
important factor. 
Walking is a pleasant way to 
burn 
calories.

one mile a day can fend off as 
much as IO pounds which might 
otherwise pile on in a single year. 
In walking a mile you burn ap­ 
proximately IOO calories A daily 
walk for a year adds up to 36,-
